By comparing the proceedure 
under the Tax Recovery Act with 
the provisions in regard to Tax 
Enforcement that have, hitherto 
been in force, it will be noted 
that. under the Tax Recovery. Act, 
it‘is-oply necessary. for the Manic: 
ipality to obtain Abstracts of Tie j 
tle and to send notice by register- 
‘ed mail, in connection with the! 
liands which are sold and not re- 
deemed, whereas under the forfeit- | 
ure proceedings that have been in, 
foree under-our Municipal Acis, | 
it is neeassary to obtain Abstracts 
of Title of all lands in which tax- 
es are in arrears, to send notice 
by registered mail to all parties 
shown to be intere«‘ed. then, dur- 
ing the year allowed for redemp- 
tion after the land has been for- 
feited it is necessary for another 
set of Abstracts to be secured and 
two more notices to be sent to each 
person shown to be interested in 
the land, and after all this troub- 
le and-expense the Municipality in 
many eases is unable to collect 
any tas . hatever. | 

The Tax x Ree overy Act provides 
for the immediate sale of land for 
taxes, without waiting for a year 
as required by the forfeiture pro- 
ceedings, If the land can be sold | 
at‘ all, this brings in the taxes im- 
mediately. If-it cannot. be sold, 
véry little expense has been incur- 
red. In addition to making prov- 
ision whereby Municipalities may 
obtain their taxes more quickly, 
the Tax recovery Act provides a 
simple method. whereby action 
may be taken at an expense that 
will not be more than on-third 
of what it was under the forfeit- 
ure proceedings in Different, Mun- 
ivipal Acts, and if land is worth 
the taxes the Municipality gets re- 
sults quickly, while if the land 
will not sell, the Municipality has 
not been put to any great : “xpense. 


The provisions of the Tax Act 
pwill come into force in the year 
1920, and on and after the year 


1920 the Tax Enforcement Procee- | 
[dings provided for in the Munie- 
ipal Acts will cease to be operat- 
live except insofar as proceedings 
[instituted prior to the end of the

Crop Outlook 


Very Serious 


Fourth Semi-Monthly Crop Re- 
port of Department of Agricul- 
ture 

A survey of crops on June 15th 
|gave generally favourable condi- 
tions for the stand of crop throu- 
ghout the province, This was sub- 
ject to limiting factors as ecut- 
worms in wide distribution over 
the provinge but causing damage 
to the extent of 5 per cent. of the 
crop in only a few localities chief- 
ly in the southern part of the pro- 
| Vince and a more serious general 
limiting factor represented in the 
persistence of drying winds exten- 
ding from the boundary to Edmon- 
ton but being worse in the area 
swept by the strong Chinook 
through McLeod and the country 

north as far as High River and 
south to the boundary. The eff- 
ject of the rapidly drying winds 
'was necessarily much greater ou 
jland other than summer fallow. 
Tame hay had already shown back- 
ward to the point of promising 
less than half a crop. 

Since the middle of the month 
the change of conditions has been 
unfavorable. Briefly stated it 
may be said that crops in the 
north, which means the Peace Ri- 
ver country, have been making 
good progress due to a good seed 
ing, strong germination and a suf 
ficient supply. of moisture since. 
Crops in the centre of the province 
corresponding with the Edmonton 
districts have been holding old ag- 
ainst the limited rain supply and 
while this area is not facing any 
prospect of failure or reduction to 
a seventy per cent. crop, the dry 
weather has been sufficient to cut 
away a yood deal of leaf growth, 
checked the stooling and shorten- 
ed the heads where the grain is 
shooting out. The condtion of the 
crop may be said to be not quite 
as good as it was two weeks ago 
but the unfavorable seasonal cou 
ditioas have not got to the point 
of bringing anything approaching 
disaster except along the southern

country this year in the district 
below Carstairs. There is some 
good crops running south of Cal- 


appear rather quickly. 
High River to MacLeod there is 4 
progressive shortening of the crop 
by drought. The same is true of 
the Aldersyde Branch though 
there are exceptions on carefully 
summer-fallowed fields. 

The most unfavorable condition 
in the province relates to the land 
tributary to the Crows Nest Rail- 
way and extends all the way from 
Pincher Creek to Medicine Hat, 
Pincher Creek has usually been a 
heavy hay country but both hay 
and grain are short his year. Con- 
ditions at MacLeod are quite poor. 
There has been steady blowing 
which has earried destruction by 
wind through the Nobleford and 
Monareh districts. Cardston, Ma- 
vrath, Raymond, and Stirling are 
pretty dry. There was some hope 
of good crops east of Lethbridge 
between Barnwell and Burdett, 
but the area is now suffering also, 
Niedicine Hat, which a month au 
tad the best prospects it has Jiad 
for some years, has suffered from 
intense heat and the absenc: of 
rain. In some cases where good 
farming has been carried on there 
is still some moisture in the soil, 
Tho effect of the heat and wind 
chas induced’ transpiration from 
the plants more rap ' than can be 
met-by the moisture; the soil and 
the crops in some cases ars as dry 
as tinder. There will le some 
in Medicine Hat district, !ut the 
total results will not be good. 
The irrigated lands of the Leth- 
bridge district have the best look- 
ing alfalfa that they have had for 
years. Some of the first cutthng 
Iwill reach over two tous per acre 
The drought is giving a decided 
impulse to the irrigation cuterpri 
ses that have been already talked 
lef 

The overall outlook of the crop 
situation of the Provinee gives 
Laeninine of good crops in the peace 
River District; fair crops in Cent- 
ral Alberta with light crops ina 
Southern Alberta varying from 
wedium to almost total failure. 
There will not be 5 per cent. of 
the land seeded to grain along the 
Crows Nest Railway cut for grain 
this season. ‘This appears to be a 
rather sharp change from the con 
ditions reported only two weeks 
ago. The appearance of failure 
comes from the combination of ex 
tremely hot, dry weather, and a 
condition of the absence of a suff 
icient reserve of moisture last 
year. While this survey repres- 
‘ents the condition of the crops ul 


gary but the effects of drought| wise to hold 
From | stock on these lands hastily. There 


the present time, some allowance 
may be made for the tenacity and 
recuperation of power of dry land 
crops. Under copious rains there 
might be rather better results than 
present appearances would — lead 
one to expect. 

The conditions of the tame hay 
crop has already been referred to. 
The Central and Northern parts 
of the Provinee will probably not 
have as large a surplus of native 
hay from the open areas as last 
year and more particularly Cen- 
tral Alberta. This is of importan- 
ee in relation to the needs of the 
south. Already the stockmen are 
fecling a good deal of anxiety with 
regard to winter feed and a good 
many have gone north as they did 
last year. looking for hay sup- 
plies. The Department of <Ag- 
riculture likewise has a number of 
men from the staff cruising the 
hay resources, particularly north 
of Edmonton and information 
will be available shortly to inquir- 
ers. The province will not be ab- 
le to take care of its live stock in- 
terests any better than it was last 
years and perhaps not so well. 
There will be a greater tendency 
to reduced stock than there was 
last year and there may be a con 
siderable lowering of prices. The 
supply of grazing land at the pres- 
ent moment is not good for either 
sheep or cattle and there is great 
anxiety among the live stock men. 
It is too early, however, to speak 
positively about feed resources. 
There may be considerable rough 
growth on the land that has been 
sown to erop just as there was 
last year and stockmen would be 
off from turning 


is likewise some chance that nat- 
ive hay lands may yield a good 
deal of winter feed also. The hay- 
ing season is much longer than the 
season for grain harvesting, and i 
good supply of rain might develop 
both native hay and feed from the 
grain fields in the south as well as 
good fall grazing. Some of the 
live stock is rather thin, but it 
will be all right if there is any 
reviving of pastures from now on. 
At the time of issue the weather of 
the province seem.s to broken and 
showery..
